A gentleman 
stopped me on 
the street. His 
face was red 
with emotion. 
“I don’t see 
how anyone 
can agree with 
that blank- 
blank Harry 
Truman on 
anything,’ he 
said. “Why not 
support Mac- 
Arthur?” 

It was very revealing and ex- 
planatory of the tremendous 
emotional binge evident in the 
whole country. Men and women 
are thinking in-terms of person- 
alities, not issues. 

Dislike and downright hatred 
of President Truman explains 
much of the emotional reaction. 
Lack of leadership from the Presi- 
dent. had created a leadership 
vacuum in the country. This had 
been noted before. But its depths 
had not been fully appreciated. 
There was hardly an editorial 
writer in the country who had 
not commented on the poor quali- 
ty, or lack of leadership from 
any source in Washington. 

But, to see the deep hunger of 
the people for a voice of authority 
such as General MacArthur gave 
them, was disturbing as well as 
revealing. 


Background 


Let’s review a few things for 
background. 

The center of government in 
this country is in Washington. 
The head of that government is 
the President—the Presidents of 
the past—of the present and the 
future. All else in the govern- 
ment, save the Congress and the 
Supreme Court, are subordinate 
to the President, and they occupy 
a check-and-balance position of 
equality. : 


Some six months ago the head 


of our government took hat in 
hand and flew half way around 
the world to meet another man 
who, in a sense, headed an empire 
of his own. That man was Gen. 
MacArthur. 


Now, we come to a.fine, but 
highiv important point. It is at 
once obvious to those wh@ view 
our form of government as sound, 
that the head of the government 
should at no time be making him- 
self subordinate. This is espe- 
cially true in peace-time. In war 
the situation may offer valid 
reasons for such a journey as the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt made 
to Hawaii. He went to see not 
one, but all the staff, Navy and 
Army. And he did so to take as 
little of their time as possible. 


So we come back to the Harry | 


Truman flight to Wake Island 
some six months ago. 

Why did he go? 

The conclusion now is plain, as 
it should have been at the time 
—and was to a discerning few. 

There are about the President 
advisers, and some of these have 
very inadequate vision. They un- 
doubtedly said to the President 
that if he were to make such a 
journey it would make the peo- 
ple think better of him and 


would lift his declining prestige. | 


That the Republicans viewed it 
in exactly that light was evi- 
dent from their angry charges 
that the trip was one to make 
political hay. 


Harmony 


At this meeting the files show 
there was a harmonious General 
MacArthur present. The general 
apologized to the President for 
embarrassing him with a speech 


on Formosa. General MacArthur | 


issued a statement that no gen- 


eral in any war had ever had | 
more efficient co-operation from 
in | 


all agencies of government 
Washington than had he. He as- 


sured them that in his judgment | 
there was not a chance in the | 
world of the Chinese intervening. | 

The President came home. The | 
Chinese did intervene, with dis- | 


astrous results, which continue. 
General MacArthur, 
and embarrassed, shifted to a 


position of broadening the war | 


to include air attacks on Man- 
churia and raids on the China 
coast. When opposed in these 
‘he persisted. 

And why not? Had not the 
head of the government flown to 
Wake and subordinated himself 
to him. So, undoubtedly, ran the 
general's thoughts. 

Today he is sure the Russians 
will not intervene and begin the 
third world war. But he may 
be as wrong there as he was at 
Wake. 

Much pettiness is creeping into 
the argument from both the pres- 
idential and the MacArthur side. 
Personalities will increase. But 
it is well to keep in mind there 
will be other Presidents of the 


United States. Each will be the |

Two Meaningful Items 


Two news items of the week concern 
the racial problem. 

On April 4 the trustees of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina, of which institution 
Gordon Gray, a distinguished conservative 
Southerner, is president, adopted a reso- 
lution to the effect that “qualified Negroes 
would be considered for admission to 
the University graduate and professional 
schools when the courses they wanted to 
study were not provided in state-supported 
Negro schools.” 

On yesterday the University of North 
Carolina announced that Edward O. Diggs, 
Negro, aged 30, of Winston-Salem, had 
been accepted as “competitively qualified” 
for the University’s medical school begin- 
ning next September. 

This follows similar actions in other 
vears in Texas and Oklahoma, but North 
Carolina is the first of the states usually 
recognized as “Southern” to admit a Negro 
graduate student. 

On the same day there appeared a re- 
port by the National Urban League to the 
effect that 1950 was a “good vear” in the 
field of race relations. It was “good,” said 
the report, “because of a growing under- 
standing by the public that there exists in 
racial disunity a danger to the nation.” 

The report continued : 


“Native and foreign propagandists 
will continue to use evidences of racial 
discrimination as arguments against 
the honesty of America's democratic 
professions.

To the extent 
that such realization has been brought 
home to the people of this:country, 1950 
was a good year,”

the first bit of news, except to say the 
South must consider its import and mean- 
ing. North Carolina’s action was not to 
abandon her school system. 

As to the latter, we welcome the Urban 
League’s findings as hopeful and as sup- 
porting what we, too, believe—that public 
opinion improves and racial tensions lessen 
as there is more understanding and more 
work at the problems, and less fiat.

A survey just completed by a professor at the 
Louisiana State School of Medicine reveals that 
married people have fewer headaches than single 


Maybe they just don’t have time to notice them. 


Yessir, according te a report recently made to the annual con- 
vention of the American Academy of Allergy, whereas 70.8 percent 
of all single people have headaches, only 61 percent of the married 
ones do. 


Since the survey was conducted erclusively within the con- 
fines of this country, no figures are available covering polyg- 
amists. 


Broken down according to occupation, the survey reveals that 
66 percent of all lawyers get headaches; 58.8 percent of salesmen; 
55.1 percent of laborers, and only 50 percent of farmers. 


This latter figure was undoubtedly higher before the advent 
of pegged prices for agricultural commodities. 


Incidentally, the survey also shows that, on the whole men have 
fewer headaches than women. This will doubtless come as a sur- 
prise to the average man who naturally figured that the rate for 
women would be lower if only because they didn’t have te bother 
with trying te understand themselves.

Basic Factors 


In the Binge 


WASHINGTON — An interesting study in 
mass psychology is offered in the frenzied dem- 
onstrations set off for Gen. Douglas MacArthur 

at San Francisco, Washington and New York since his return to 
the United States after being relieved of his Far Eastern commands. 

For a whole week the nation, or most of it, went on one of the 
biggest emotional binges we have seen in years. Only now are we 
beginning to recover from it. Various persons have sought to un- 
derline the reasons for the .outburgt. The professional psychologists 
are yet to be heard from, but perhaps they can give some sound 
analysis of the strange public behavior. 


As observers here see it, there are several factors in the wild 
enthusiasm that has greeted the General in each of his public ap- 
pearances so far. First of all, he was one of our outstanding 
military heroes of the last world war—and the last of the lot to 


return home for the welcome that awaited him. All the others: 


came back shortly after the conflict was over and had their days 
of glory and parades. 


MacArthur’s return had been long delayed—more than five 
years. During that time, too, he had added to his laurels by com- 
manding successful operations in the Korean war, and he has per- 
formed a magnificent achievement in his administration of the 
affairs of Japan. Before that he was dramatized by his stand in 
the Philippines, the flight from Bataan, and slow grind back from 
the South Pacific to the retaking of Manila and the final surren- 
dering of the Japs to him on the battleship Missouri, 

: . These were the highlights of drama in MacAr- 
Highlights thur’s career which came into focus with his re- 
turn to the United States, emphasized all the more by the fact that 
he had not set foot on the soil of the American mainland for more 


than 13 years. Long absence and his brilliant achievements had 
made of him a living tradition. 


With this background, he would have been accorded an enthu- 
siastic reception had he returned in the normal way. But the thing 
that clothed him with great added dramatic quality was the man- 
ner of his dismissal by the President after refusing to hold himself 
amenable to directives of his superiors that he keep silent on mat- 
ters of major policy. It was this added touch that set off the spark 
of controversy and emotionalism. 


D r But if the students of mass psychology dig deep 

“7 enough they would probably find another powerful 
factor in the storm of emotion that has been let loose in the 
General’s dismissal. Most of the vociferous outcry has come from 


. Republicans, of course. Democrats have had a part in it, to be 


sure; but the great burden of the complaint has come from Re- 
publican sources. 


Long years of defeat and being the minority party have given the 
Republicans a frustration complex. The party has few living heroes 
left. Gov. Thomas E. Dewey was one until he lost the last election. 
Before that they tried to make a hero of Wendell Willkie, until 
he, too, was defeated. 


Gen. MacArthur, unlike most of our top military heroes, has 
taken a firm stand in politics. He readily identifies himself as a 
Republican, was a receptive candidate for the party presidential 
nomination last time. He is a symbol of Republican hopes and 
aspirations. Herein lies the basic resentment against the President’s 
action. Mr. Truman was tearing down one of the idols in the GOP 
temple. 


Much of the clamor raised over the MacArthur incident may 
be marked down, therefore, to this feeling of frustration on the 
part of the Republicans. Only in that way can we account for 
such irresponsible utterings as the demands for the President’s 
impeachment. The professional psychologists can fill in the gaps, 
but these are the basic factors.

MacArthur Incident Ends Public Apathy

WASHINGTON, .April 25—Regardless of who is right or wrong about the strategy of the war 


in the Far East, the MacArthur incident has had some positive effects. 


It has removed Secretary 


of Defense Marshall's complaint about public apathy. Two weeks ago, he was saying the people 


had gone to sleep, now he’s afraid they’ve gone 


crazy. 
It has forced a re-examination of the admin- 


istration’s strategy and war aims in Korea. 


And it has relieved the Allies of one of 
their favorite private arguments, namely, that 
they couldn’t do more in Korea because they 
didn’t like Gen. MacArthur’s objectives and 
didn’t think President Truman could control 
him. 


The administration had perked up under the 
General’s challenge. It was drifting along in re- 
cent weeks, proud of the recent successes in 
fighting back‘to the 38th Parallel, but not quite 
sure where it was going from there. 

Gen. MacArthur has not made it change its 
direction. Indeed, he has convinced most top 
officials in the administration that their strategy 
was right, and their decision to dismiss him was 
right. At the same time, the General has forced 
the administration to do what busy officials know 
they ought to do but seldom find time to do: 
He has forced them to review and redefine their 
own policy in preparation for the hearings which 
start next week. 

The administration has always been clearer 
about the disadvantages of an unlimited war in 
the Far East than about the advantages of the 
p t limited war. It has never really explained 
with. clarity and persistence the positive advan- 
tage of the limited war. It has talked vaguely 
about “punishing aggression” and “sustaining the 
principle of collective security,” but it has not 
really managed to make clear that it was tying 
up the Chinese aggressors in Korea, denying 
them the much more lucrative prizes of Southeast 
Asia, demonstrating to Moscow that it could not 
hope to win bloodless victories, holding the enemy 
off while our new smaller atomic weapons could 
be made ready; in short, showing the free world 
that America’s word and its armed forces meant 


a

something, and would mean a great deal more as 


our strength increased. 

Gen. MacArthur’s characterization of the 
Korean war as a wasting operation which could 
not hope to do anything except leave us with a 
growing casualty list has, however, encouraged 
officials to begin trying to explain the positive 
aspects of the limited war. It has always been 
true that what people don’t understand they tend 
to oppose, but the enthusiasm of this administra- 
tion for making people understand things usually 
wanes until something like the MacArthur busi- 
ness (if there is anything like it) comes along to 
force their hand. . 

Moreover, since the ability of the administra- 
tion to win its argument with Gen. MacArthur 
rests upon its ability to maintain its army in 
Korea without too many casualties, the Mac- 
Arthur challenge has forced them to consider 
whether they were doing everything they could 
be doing to preserve the safety of the Korean 
command in all circumstances. 

Much the same review of the Korean problem 
has been going on since the MacArthur dismissal 
in various other capitals. London, Paris, Ottawa 
and various other capitals have been extremely 
critical of Gen. MacArthur and his policies, and 
have made it clear here their troops would not 
be available for adventures beyond the Korean 
boundaries. : 

Now that his policies have been rejected by 
the Government, it is a little more difficult for 
these Governments to hold back on the excuse 
that they do not have confidence in the Suprem 
Command. as 

In short, the democratic process may be hard 
on the nerves, but it is working in spite of all the 
public excitement. Moreover, it may even be ex- 
tended to Gen. MacArthur himself, who has had 
only one press conference in five years and whe 
hasn’t had to defend his policies before Congress 
since the middle ef the 1930s.

Editor’s Note: The John Gunther book, “The Riddle of MacArthur,” which was written be- 
fore General MacArthur was fired by Mr. Truman, provides an interesting reflection on the

MacArthur rose to the rank of brigadier general and, 


One of his officers for a time, though 


he never met him, was a Missourian named Harry Truman. He fought at St. Mihiel, Louvre, and 
Sedan. Then, after the armistice, he got his first taste of military occupation and the adminis- 
tration of a defeated enemy by serving briefly at Bonn, now the capital of Western Germany. 


Rack home, he worked in the office of the 
Chief of Staff, and then for three years (1919-22) 
.was superintendent of West Point. Twice he re- 
turned to the Philippines for brief tours (1923 
and 1928), and in the United States he suc- 
cessively commanded the IV, III, and IX Corps 
Areas, until he was appointed Chief of Staff in 
November, 1930. In this post he won both loyal 
friends and unrelenting enemies. He pressed for 
bigger Army appropriations, gave heed to the 
problems of a unified command, and preached 
for mechanization, mobility, and the vital im- 
portance of air and armored warfare. Normally 
his term would have expired in 1934, but Roose- 
velt kept him on till October, 1935. 


Lewis Deugias, FDR's first director of the 
budget (whe many years later became 
American ambassador to London), had the 
joh ‘of paring down government expendi- 
tures 25 per cent. MacArthur came te «a 
budget hearing to resist cuts in the Army 
appropriation, and spoke for an hour stren- 
uously. 


Then Mr. Douglas quietly asked him, “Gen- 
eral, do you expect a serious epidemic of dysen- 
tery in the U. S. Army?” MacArthur, taken 
aback, said, “No.” Mr. Douglas then inquired 
why his budget for toilet paper—among other 
things—was so extraordinarily high; he had gone 
through all the Army figures, and thought that 
they were padded. MacArthur was so furious 
that he stopped his testimony forthwith and 
bluntly left the room. A year or so later Doug- 
las ran into him, and apologized for the way he 
had put the question. Then MacArthur hand- 
somely apologized too. 

Under Hoover, MacArthur had been the focus 
ef a bitter controversy because he evicted the 
bonus marchers from Anacostia Flats in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Photographs showing him. in 
suavely shined boots and brilliant, glittering uni- 
form as he directed this unfortunate business 
did not do him much good. But he himself 
was not responsible for the eviction; the order 
came to him from higher up, through Secretary 
of War Hurley, and he had no choice but to obey. 
There has never been an instance in MacArthur's 
history of specific refusal to obey an order. But 
‘ft has taken him a long time to live down what 
seemed an outrageously harsh and flowery dis- 
play of force against a hungry, miserable group 
of fellow citizens. 


MacArthur didn't know quite where to turn 
when he finished his tour as Chief of Staff in 
1935. He had reached the top: he was only 55, 
ambitious, and in perfect health. The political 
atmosphere in Washington was not congenial. 
So when his old friend Manuel Quezon, Presi- 
dent of the Philippines, suggested that he go 
out to Manila as military adviser to the com- 
monwealth, with the unprecedented rank of 
field marshal, he accepted. He retired from the 
United States Army in 1937, and devoted him- 
self exclusively to the Philippines (his fourth 
term of service there) for the next four years. 

He liked the life of Manila, and worked at his 
job—the organization of Philippine defenses on 
a long-range basis—with zeal and acumen. He 
hoped, if the Japanese gave him time, to train 
40,000 men annually for 10 years, build up a 
small fleet of patrol torpedo boats, and create a 
seasoned air force. His basic tenet was to equip 
the islands so that an attack would cost an 
enemy more than the value received, he told me 
in Manila once. He was convinced that there 
were only two beaches in the archipelago where 
an enemy could land, and (again if he had time) 
that the invaders could be held. Like prac- 
tically everybody else, he underestimated the 
Japanese. | 
_ t is hardly necessary to recapitulate here 
the story of MacArthur in Werld War II. By 
the summer of 1941 practically everybody knew 
that war was coming—sometime. Mr. Roose- 
velt recalled him to active status as a major 

on July 26, 1941, and promoted him fo 
M general the next day, in command of 
all U. S. Army forces in the Far East; the Philip- 
pine army became part of the American com- 
mand. 


MacArthur was severely embarrassed by the 


destruction of his planes on Clark Field on 
Pearl Harbor Day. The Japanese caught him 


in exactly the same naked and exposed state as 
they caught the Americans in Hawaii, though 
he had ample warning since the Pearl Harbor 
attack had come 10 hours before. Today the in- 
clination of his staff is to blame a subordinate 
officer for this botch and blunder. MacArthur 
himself thought that war was inevitable, but he 
did not expect it till the spring of 1942, and he 
felt that the Japanese would probably by-pass 
the Philippines in favor of softer spots to the 
south. 


One may bring this story up to the present 
again by mentioning that MacArthur has several 
times made serious blunders in judgment, based 
on faulty information. The attack on South Ko- 
rea on June 25 apparently took him by complete 
surprise, and he thought that the Korean War 
was won after the landing at Inchon on Sep- 
tember 15. ; 


He told Mr. Truman at their meeting on 
Wake Island a month later that the danger of 
Chinese intervention had passed, but the Chi- 
nese drastically fooled him. Then (though he 
tried to wriggle out of this by saying that the 
remark had only been “jocular”’) he predicted 
flatly that the American troops would be home 
by Christmas—only three or four days before 
they were caught by surprise and hammered 
back. MacArthur, having scouted the ground 
personally for what was te have been his final 
advance, crashed into a colossal trap—moreover 
a trap about which he was fully aware. 


Yet he has been generally regarded as 
the very symbol and incarnation of military 
omniscience. Few people dared to criticize 
him when he lost his planes on the Philip- 
pines; it was almost as if a conspiracy of 
silence existed te protect him, and most peo- 
ple are loath te criticize him now. 


Mr. Roosevelt was, as everybody knows, vio- 
lently attacked because American officers at 
Pearl Harbor were caught unawere and unpre- 
pared. Those who like to calumniate. FDR 
usually take earnest care to ignore the fact that 
MarArthur in the Philippines likewise lost most 
of his planes on the ground. Most Roosevelt 
haters are MacArthur lovers (and .vice versa), 
which perhaps serves to explain their easy excul- 
pation of MacArthur, while FDR is still venom- 
ously maligned. 


MacArthur thought—another error — that 
Manila could be held for a long period, because 
Corregidor was “the strongest single fortified 
point in the world.” He did not think that the 
Japanese, or anybody, were capable of the type 
of attack they launched. He was wrong.

Living Comes High in Dixie 


Although it is a well-known fact that inflation has knocked the dollar as full 

of holes as a boxcar of macaroni, a study of family budgets submitted by the 

U. S. Department of Labor brings home to Atlanta many surprising aspects of the 

greater effort needed to make ends meet. For instance, the often expressed theory 

you can ljve cheaper in the South gets a brutal working over, especially as this 

» theory applies to the capital city of the Peach State. Another fact brought forth 

by the study is that the rate of increase in the cost of living has made surprising strides in Atlanta, 
evidently much in advance of cost rises in other leading cities of the nation. Before getting into 
the fine points of this business, here is a brief explanation of what it is all about. The Bureau of 


Labor Statistics of the U. S. Department of Labor 
made a survey of the annual cost of City Worker's 
Family Budget in 34 large cities of the nation. 
Comparative figures were furnished, estimates, 
for June, 1947; October, 1949, and October, 1950. 


_ The BLS family budget is described as pro- 
viding a “modest but adequate” level of living 
for an urban worker's family of four persons—an 
employed father, a housewife not gainfully em- 
ployed, and two children under 15 years of age. 
Costs of goods, rents, sérvices, personal taxes, 
Social Security, life insurance are all included. 
The costs cover food, rent, heat and’ utilities, 
housefurnishings, household operating expenses, 
clothing, medical care, transportation, recreation, 
personal care, tobacco, gifts and contributions, 
and miscellaneous items. 


That’s what it’s about, and now for the 
meat-and-buiter facts as applied to Atlanta. 


In June of 1947 the family budget in Atlanta; 
,as defined, added up to $3,240. By October of 
1950 this budget total had risen to $3,833. 


In. June of 1947, of the 34 cities studied, 
Atlanta ranked 26 in the budget listing. In other 
words, it cost more to live in 25-of the 34 cities 
than it did in Atlanta. For instance, the worker’s 
budget in New York was set at $3,430, as com- 
pared to Atlanta, $3,240. 


Now, comes 1950. By October of that year 
Atlanta’s ranking in the cost-of-living league had 
soared from 26th to fifth. Atlanta’s budget cost 
was exceeded in only four other cities. They were 
Houston, $3,875; Milwaukee, $3,933; Richmond, 
$3,890, and Washington, $3,926. Atlanta's budget 
total in 1950, October, was $3,833. 


Remember, that in 1947 it cost approximately 
$200 per year more to live in New York than it

did in Atlanta. Well, October, 1950, found the 
situation exactly reversed. It cost $200 more to 
live in Atlanta than it did in New York. 


Another Georgia city, Savannah, was included 


‘in the BLS survey of 34 cities. In 1947 the city 


worker’s budget cost there was given at $3,240, 
the same as in Atlanta. By 1950, however, Atlanta 
had pushed far ahead of her sister city. Savan- 
nah’s budget cost had risen to only $3,557, nearly 
$300 less than in Atlanta. 


New York always is regarded as No. 1, nat- 
urally, when the Big City is thought of, and it 
also personifies “the Nawth.” Reluctantly, it must 
be admitted on the basis of these figures that you 
can live cheaper there than in Atlanta, or in 
Memphis, Tenn., or Houston, Texas. New Orleans, 
Mobile, Savannah are cheaper than NYC, how- 
ever, if that is any consolation. 


New Orleans was the least-expensive budget 
place of the cities studied, both in 1947 and in 
1950. ° 


Generally, the study of the 34 cities leaves 
one a bit perplexed as to over-all trend, other 
than the obvious rise, which is general, and 
the amazing strides made by Atlanta in the 
cost of living. 


Washington's budget cost topped the list in 
June, 1947, and it was still highest in October, 
1950. Kansas City and New Orleans were right 
at the bottom in both years. 


Perhaps the price control operation which has 
gone into action since the study was made has 
leveled things off around the nation. If not, it’s 
kinda disturbing to consider that good ole mag- 
nolias and ambrosia Atlanta is more expensive 
than that place up Nawth on the banks of the 
Hudson. Gad!

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Confederate House Is Pleasant Home 


By MAYNITA GERRY 


Confederate Memorial Day has a special significance for the Barnett Bells, Sr. 

Their home, Allenbrook, on the outskirts of historic Roswell, was built around 1850 as a dwell- 
ing and office for the superintendent of Old Ivy Mill—one of a network of woolen milis in that 
section used to manufacture uniforms for the Confederate Army during the War Between the States. 


Directly back of their house, 
about 500 feet, is the remains of 
a railroad that was under con- 
struction when Northern troops 
reached Roswell on their way to 
Atlanta. If completed, it would 
have connected Dunwoody with 
Roswell. The creek from which 
the old woolen mill got its pow- 
er flows serenely on through 
the dand, however, and its ba 
are ideal picnic grounds for the 
Barnetts and their friends. 

Bricks, hand-cast from native 
clay in shades that range from 
pale yellow to deep purple and 
maroon, were brought up from 
the now-demolished mill and 


used to floor the front porch ° 


and walkway and also for a 
small porch and rambling patio 
at back of the house.

Although many different 
families have lived in the 
house since the superintend- 
~ent vacated involuntarily te- 
ward the end of the War, 
few, if any of them, gave it 
the respect and affection the 
Rells brought with them when 
they moved in 18 years ago. 
Mrs. Bell is grateful that none 
of them tried to “modernize” 
it either. 


Called a “typical Connecticut 
farmhouse” or “European pro- 
vincial,” it is described by its 
owners as being an out-and-out 
suitbox-type house with two 
stories in front and one in back, 
not unlike many other houses 
built in the South during the 
game era. It is constructed en- 
tirely of red brick with slender 
white columns in front that span 
its two-story height, with in- 
side walls of plaster laid over 
the brick. 

Built by native craftsmen, the 
floors throughout are random- 
lengths of wide pine boards, 
hand-planed and stained. The 
windows, are irregular in size 
and placement and the two sure- 
viving original mantels, discov- 
ered under varicolored layers of 
— are of roughly hewn yel- 
ow pine, Added to these so- 
called handicaps, all the down- 
stairs rooms are square, requir- 
{ing skillful decorative handling 
to avoid a hard, repetitious look, 

To meet today’s living re- 
quirements without destroying 
its quaint charm, the Bells first 
restored as much of the original 
design as possible, then made 
only such structural changes as 
were necessary to their needs. 
The upper story, which was a 
long loft and probably served 
as business quarters for the old 
mill superintendent, was divided 
into two bedrooms and bath.

More and more of us are getting “in stocks.” 
Fifteen million Americans are now drawing dividends. 
The list is growing every day. 


Atlanta investment brokers re- 
port that they're. receiving in- 
quiries today from persons who 
don't know a thing about stocks, 
but who are eager to learn and 
anxious to purchase. 

Many of these people earn less 
— $5,000 a year. They are from) 


every walk of life and from every’ 


economic group. 

Frank B. Sites, a partner in an 
Atlanta brokerage firm, said the 
public definitely is in the stock 
market and its appearance is hav- 
ing a healthy effect. 

Back in the 1920s, Sites said, 
the investor bought a share of 
stock in much the same spirit 
as when buying a horse-race tick- 
et. Today there is a different type 
demand. Stocks are bought more 
as investments. 

“As a result of the changing at- 
titude on the part of the investor,” 
Sites said, “a lot of stocks which 
used to race up and down the 
board aren't doing so well today. 

Solid stocks are in bigger de- 
mand. The shareholder today isn’t 
@ gambler: he’s an investor. 

Sites said the shareholder gen-. 
erally is the man who saved up) 
_g@ little money during World War 
II arid was looking for an invest- 
ment that promised a fair profit.| 
The average return of all divi- 
dend-paying stocks on the New 
York Stock Exchange last year 
was 6.7 percent. Hardly a fabulous. 
profit, but a good return as divi- 
dends go. 

So from a profit standpoint 
stocks have become appealing to 
the general public. F. D. Willis, 
manager of another Atlanta in- 
vestment firm, points out still an- 
other factor figuring in the grow- 
ing popularity of stocks. 

“People are seeking a hedge 
against inflation,” he said. 

There is no perfect “hedge” 
against inflation and stocks should 
not be purchased with the idea 
that they offer a sure way to pro- 
tect the buying power of the 
money you invest in them, the 
brokers point out. But in buying 
a stock, you become a part owner 
in a business. If the business is 
well managed and you haven't 
paid too much for your stock, the 
stock's value should tend to keep’ 
abreast of the buying power of 
money.
